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MEXICO CITY, Sept. 12 
(UP I) — Cuban Foreign Minis- 
ter Raul Roa met today for 
nearly two hours with Presi- 
dent Gustavo Diaz Ordaz in a 
meeting brought about by 
steadily worsening relations 
between the two countries.

Colon returned to Mexico 1 
after Cuba accused him of 
spying on behalf of the U.S.

Cuba’s note protesting Colon’s 
activities to be returned to Ha- 
vana as “inadmissible.” 

Jexico is the only Latin Aer- 
ican nation that maintains di- 
polomatic and commercial re- 
latins with Casto’s regime, 
which was expelled from the 
Organization of American 
States in 1961.
